WHO’S WHO IN THE CAST 


GERTRUDE LAWRENCE (Olivia 
Brown) first appeared at the Cape 
Playhouse in 1939 to try out Samuel 
Raphaelson’s ‘‘Skylark’’. It was 
during this engagement that she 
met Richard Aldrich, producer and 
manager of the Playhouse. After a 
year on Broadway in ‘“‘Skylark’’, 
Miss Lawrence returned to Dennis to 
open the season in ‘‘Private Lives’’, 
and to marry Richard Aldrich. 


A toast of two continents since 
she first came to America with Bea- 
trice Lilhe and Jack Buchanan in 
‘‘Charlot’s Revue’’, Gertrude Law- 
rence had a humble beginning in 
Clapham, England. Miss Lawrence 
started as a child dancer in pan- 
tomimes in the English provinces, 
and her first London appearance was 
as principal dancer and understudy 
to the star of a revue called ‘‘Some’’. 
Her star steadily ascended under 
the egis of Andre Charlot and after

her suceess in ‘‘Charlot’s Revue’’ in 
this country, she starred in ‘‘Oh, 
Kay !’’ which the Gershwins wrote 
for her; then came ‘‘Candlelight’’, 
with Leslie Howard, ‘‘Treasure 
Girl’’ (another by the Gershwins) 
and ‘*The International Revue’’ pre- 
ceded her enormous triumph, ¢co- 
starred with the author, in Noel 
Coward’s ‘‘Private Lives’’. After 
appearing in ‘‘Behold, We Live!’’, 
Cole Porter’s ‘‘Nymph Errant’’ and 
“The Winding Journey’’ abroad, 
Miss Lawrence returned to the 
States in 1936, once again teamed 
with Noel Coward, and dazzled New 
York audiences with her comedy 
range and emotional depth in the 
series of nine short plays that made 
up Coward’s cycle ‘‘Tonight At 
8:30’. Miss Lawrence delighted 
Broadway for two seasons in Rachel 
Crother’s ‘‘Susan and God’’. Follow- 
ing her appearance at the Cape Play-

During the Spring and Summer 
of 1944, under the auspices of ENSA, 
the British USO, Miss Lawrence 
entertained British and American 
troops in Eneland, the Hebrides, 
France and Belgium. As a USO en- 
tertainer, she boosted the morale of 
the troops in Pacifie Island bases 
and appeared in ‘‘Blithe Spirit’’ in 
the Hawaiian Islands. Miss Law- 
rence, who toured the nation last 
winter in Noel Coward’s ‘‘ Tonight 
At 8:30’’, returned from England 
this Spring to be awarded an honor- 
ary degree of Doctor of Fine Arts 
from Ithica College on June SDth. 
‘‘O Mistress Mine’’ will be Miss 
Lawrence’s only Summer Theatre 
appearance this season.

Mr. Loder was literally born into 
the British Army and British Civil 
Service. The son of General Sir Wil- 
ham Lowe, John spent his boyhood 
readying himself for the Army. At 
the outbreak of World War 1 he 
was transferred to Sandhurst, the 
British West Point, where, after a 
period of only four months he was 
commissioned as a second lieutenant 
in the King’s Fifteenth Hussars.

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The following year he participated 
in the disastrous Gallipoli Cam- 
paign as the youngest combat officer 
in the entire British Army. Distin- 
guished for his service in the Hast, 
Loder was ealled back to the Con- 
tinent and served with the Alles 
against Ludendorff in the famous 
push towards Amiens. He was cap- 
tured by the Germans and remained 
a prisoner until the end of the war 
eight months later. 


Because of his fluency in German, 
which he learned as a prisoner of 
war, John Loder was sent to Berlin 
as Assistant Military Attache to the 
British Embassy. Later he joined the 
League of Nations Commissions on 
the Silesian Plebiscite on assignment 
from Britain’s Foreign Office. 


Mr. Loder served his country with 
distinetion, and in 1923 when a high

The Cape Playhouse is owned by the Cape Playhouse, Inc., Joshua Nickerson, President, and is 
leased by Aldrich Productions, Inc., Richard Aldrich, President.

post, was offered: to him in India, he 
favored starting out a career in pri- 
vate life. Alexander: Korda discover- 
ed him in Berlin, and John Loder’s 
first picture assignment in Berlin 
was ‘‘Madame Doesn’t Want Any 
Children’’, a screen play in which 
Marlene Dietrich served as an extra. 

In 1928 he returned to London 
where he appeared with a Birming- 
ham school teacher, by the name of 
Madeleine Carroll, at the LHlstree 
Studios. Jesse Lasky then brought 
Loder to America to play opposite 
Ruth Chatterton in Paramount’s 
first all-taking picture. Since then 
he has been eloquent in such memor- 
able sereen plays as “‘A Night In 
Lisbon’’, ‘‘How Green Was My 
Valley’’, ‘‘Wife of Monte Cristo”’ 
and ‘‘Old Acquaintance’’ in which 
he was co-starred with Bette Davis. 
Two of the movies he made in Paris 
were ‘‘Thunder in the East’’ with 
Charles Boyer, and ‘‘Katia’’ with 
Danielle Darrieux.
